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EXECUTIVE  SECRETARY  AND  OFFICE  REPORT  - May  1967-May  1963 


24 1 calls  were  made  on  the  blind  and  visually  handicapped  in  the  area  with  4,409  miles 
traveled.  Home  calls  were  made  for  the  Prevention  of  Blindness  on  several  children 
and  many  adults.  Glasses  and  eye  examinations  were  necessary  in  these  cases.  The 
area  Lions  Clubs  and  Auxiliaries  helped  with  the  expenses  incurred. 

Since  September  1st,  1967  there  have  been  25  new  cases  investigated  and  classifica- 
tions secured. 

Talking  Book  service  was  secured  for  27  new  users.  12  Talking  Book  Machines  have  been 
converted  to  the  new  three  speed  (8  l/3,  l6  l/3  and  33  1/3  R.P.M.)  Many  machines  have 
had  minor  repairs.  (These  were  done  by  your  secretary's  son  Allan). 

During  the  year  20  hospital  calls,  15  nursing  home  calls,  2 funerals  attended  and  6 
visits  to  funeral  homes  were  made. 

One  of  the  children  dismissed  from  the  Batavia  School  for  the  Blind  was  accepted  in 
the  Jamestown  Public  School  system  and  visual  aids  have  been  secured  for  him.  Our 
thanks  to  the  Jamestown  Lions  Club  for  their  fine  cooperation.  A Talking  Book  Machine 
was  given  to  this  child  and  records  secured  and  his  interest  in  school  has  greatly 
improved. 

A school  conference  was  arranged  and  attended  to  find  out  the  needs  of  a Jr.  High  boy 
and  the  necessary  steps  have  been  taken  to  help  him  secure  visual  aids. 

A blind  person  who  was  brought  from  a nursing  home  in  Allegany  County  to  live  in 
Falconer  has  been  called  on  several  times  to  help  her  adjust  to  her  new  environment. 

Materials  have  been  delivered  and  the  finished  products  picked-up  and  sold.  Our 
salesroom  at  40b  E.  Fourth  Street  has  a new  look.  The  entry-way  is  painted  a light 
yellow.  Jamestown  Shop  and  Save  donated  a bolt  of  light  green  material  and  curtains 
were  made  to  serve  as  a back-drop  to  our  window  display.  Won't  you  pay  us  a visit 
soon? 

The  Jamestown  Bowling  is  having  its  usual  successful  season.  Mrs.  Muth  is  continuing 
her  role  as  score -keeper . Volunteers  are  serving  as  drivers  and  aides.  The  average 
number  of  bowlers  for  the  year  have  been  eight.  One  of  the  bowlers  received  nis  own 
bag  and  ball  for  Christmas.  A banquet  and  trophies  will  climax  the  season.  Trophies 
were  donated  by  Norm  Robinson.  The  bowlers  were  saddened  by  the  death  of  two  of  their 
team  mates.  They  will  long  be  remembered  by  their  many  friends  and  acquaintances. 

Orientation  talks  were  given  by  Mrs.  Muth  to  two  groups  of  nurses  from  Jamestown 
Community  College. 

Braille  calendars  for  1968  have  been  distributed  and  one  blind  man  was  so  pleased  to 
receive  his  that  ne  gave  me  a book  of  daily  Bible  meditations. 

A new  Caining  Shop  has  been  set-up  for  one  of  the  blind.  We  now  have  two  blind  men 
who  can  do  caining  and  rush  work.  Work  lias  been  taken  to  these  gentlemen. 

In  September,  the  Alleghany  County  Group,  held  a lovely  luncheon  at  the  Fassett  Hotel 
in  Wellsville,  N.Y.  Mrs.  Helen  Chapin,  President,  introduced  me  to  the  members. 
Numerous  trips  nave  been  made  to  this  county,  and  calls  have  been  made  in  Nursing 
Homes,  and  on  many  of  our  blind  friends  there. 


The  Lake  Shore  Group  held  a most  successful  sale  at  the  Chautauqua  County  Fair  last 
summer.  In  October,  Mrs.  Alvin  Haaglund  was  elected  President  of  this  group.  A 
luncheon  and  demonstration  meeting  was  held  at  the  White  Inn  in  Fredonia.  Blind 
individuals  from  various  parts  of  Chautauqua  County  demonstrated  their  skill  m 
reading  and  writing  Braille,  typing,  leather  wont,  weaving,  chair  caining  and  the 
making  of  braided  dolls.  Miss  Catherine  Draper,  made  the  arrangements  for  the 
blind  who  participated  in  this  delightful  affair. 

Conferences  have  been  held  with  various  State  Workers,  and  visits  have  been  made 
here  by  representatives  of  the  Commission  of  the  Blind  in  New  York  City,  and 
Buffalo.  Mrs.  Bettina  Wolff,  from  the  Library  of  the  Blind  in  Albany,  visited  our 
office  also. 

A Revolving  Fund  was  established  through  the  generosity  of  the  Falconer's  Lion's 
Auxiliary.  This  fund  will  be  used  to  buy,  so  we  can  have  on  hand,  some  aid's  and 
appliances  for  the  blind. 

Referral  cases  from  Dunkirk,  Sherman,  and  Cherry  Creek  Lion's  Clubs  have  been 
successfully  handled. 

A lovely  conference  desk  was  donated  by  Art  Metal  Inc. 

Jamestown  Veneer  and  Plywood  donated  plywood  to  cover  our  files-our  thanks  to  them.

CUBA  AREA  ACTIVITIES 

There  was  a total  of  68  eye  donors  in  the  area,  and  3 eye  donations  were  received  at 
the  Buffalo  Eye  Bank.  Publicity  was  given  on  New  Eyes  for  the  Needy  and  a donation 
of  112  pairs  of  glasses,  a gold  braclet,  and  2 silver  spoons.  Meetings  were  attende 
and  talks  given  to  help  further  the  public's  education  on  blindness.  We  had  4 
referrals,  1 new  blind  case,  and  4 deaths  this  year.  Numerous  visits,  letters,  and 
telephone  calls  have  been  made.  The  Lions  Club  gave  5 baskets  at  Thanksgiving  time.

Luncheon  meeting  held  to  become  acquainted  with  our  new  Executive  Secretary,  Mrs.  John 
Aitken.  Three  meetings  held  to  consider  possible  changes  in  status  of  the  Allegany 
County  Committee.  Conclusion  to  continue  in  our  friendly  and  satisfactory  association 
with  Jamestown  Southwestern  Tier  Association.  Meeting  to  hear  Mrs.  Miller  (Treasurer) 
explain  a new  project,  the  Winton  Haven  Complete  Testing  and  Screening  of  young 
children  for  perception  and  acquity  for  sight,  double  vision,  upside  down  and  strained 
effort  to  see.  Gave  financial  assistance  for  trial  year.

Committee  and  the  new  Rehabilitation  Service  of  several  counties  as  the  Director  at 
the  Council  for  Social  Agencies. 

Your  director  was  invited  to  give  a talk  at  Belmont  on  Blind  work  and  to  the 
Wellsville  Business  and  Professional  Woman's  dinner  meeting.

The  hospital  an 
doctor  were  very  understanding  of  her  problems.  Once  again  the  Lions  Club  furnished 

transportation.

McFadden.  Mr.  Bruce  Snay  came  from  Michigan  to  his  sisters  at  Alfred  Station  a year 
ago.  Since  then  he  has  been  in  Hornell  Hospital  and  Bath  Veterans  Hospital.  Fr  m 
there  a nurse  took  him  to  a V.A.  Hospital  and  school  in  Hines,  Illinois.  Mr.  Parish 
helped  him  thru  his  terrible  time  of  adjustment,  with  visits,  phone  calls,  records, 

and  a Talking  Book  Machine. 


Jack  Farnum  who  went  through  the  Batavia  School  for  the  Blind,  is  now  completing  his 
last  year  at  Alfred  University  and  will  be  on  his  own  after  June.  The  Rehabilitation 
in  Buffalo  seems  to  be  unable  to  continue  financial  help.  The  newly  formed 
Rehabilitation  Service  hopes  to  establish  a Work  Shop  in  this  area,  which  would  help 
so  very  much  in  such  cases.  A most  interesting  case  of  an  older  man,  definitely 
losing  his  sight,  learning  and  working  hard  to  learn  to  do  some  kind  of  land  work  in 
preparation  for  the  dark  days.  I am  hoping  that  such  help  can  be  given  to  a new 
patient  Mr.  Clause  Payne,  who  was  an  upholsterer  and  furniture  repair  man.
